Members of a University at Capital on Trial in 
Washington to Test Congressional 
Act of 1897.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Hav- 
ing refused to submit to vaccina- 
tion for smallpox, nine members of 
the Chiropractic Research Univer- 
sity are on trial in Police 
Court here in what they represent 
as a test case contesting the con- 
stitutionality of the compulsory 
vaccination law passed by Congress 
in 1897. 

The defendants are Alonzo B. 
Chatfield, head of the university; 
Mrs. Anne Chatfield, Blanche De 
Wolfe, Thomas Elias, John Figel, 
Jessie CC. Jenkins, H. L. Lewis, 
Charles D. Stewart and Carrie 
Reckrohr. 

Mrs. Harriet Stackhouse, a stu- 
dent of the Chiropractic Home, 
1349 L street here, was found to 
be ill with smallpox Feb. 18, and 
health officers ordered the other 
occupants of the house to be vac- 


cinated. They refused and were 
taken to a quarantine station where 
they were held for 16 days and 
then released on collateral of $26 
each. 

Judge Schult listened to argu- 
ment by counsel for several hours 
yesterday after a vain struggle to 
impanel a -sjury. The first dozen 
jurors chosen all expressed the 
belief that vaccination prevented 
spread of smallpox and were dis- 
missed while the court listened to 
argument over their eligibility. 

George 8S. Evans of Oklahoma 
City appeared as counsel for the 
nine defendants and insisted the 
case was to-test the national stat- 
ute. Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel McGarraghty contends the only 
issue raised is whether the District 
of Columbia law had been violated. 
The trial will continue for several 
days.

American Wumen Organize. 

Upon requést of the Controller 
of Voluntary Services, the British 
Women’s Association issued a cail 
today to women of all nationalities 
to serve in any capacity and em- 
ployers requiring women assistants 
were notified of this step. 

Another feminine enterprise was 
headed ty Irene Corbally Kuhn, 
New York newspaper woman, and 
Miss Viola Smith, formerly of~San 
Francisco, Assistant United States 
Trade Commissioner. These wom- 
en, ‘through the American Wom- 
en's Club, are organizing a 
women's auxiliary defense corps, 
offering the services of the unit 
in any capacity, including chauf- 
feurs and nurses. The American 
women plan to establish immedi- 
ately a motor canteen service sup- 
plying coffee and food to the forces 
on duty. 

Two women will be assigned to 
each truck with one male shotgun 
guard, The women will serve two 
three-hour shifts daily. 

Propagandists are making spe- 
Cial efforts to foment strikes in 
hotels, boarding houses and resi- 
denceés. 

Strikes Cripple Newspapers. | 

Strikes have crippled two morn-| 
ing newspaper plants—the China 
Press and the Shanghai Times— 
while the only other morning pa- 
per, the English-owned North 
China Daily News, retains its print- 
ers with some difficulty. The 
Shanghai Mercury, an evening pa- 
per, is confronted with a strike, 
also. The only paper entirely un- 
affected in the evening field is the 
Evining News, edited by an Amer- 
ican, 

The authorities attribute the dis- 
turbances of the last few days to 
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Delegations of students pa- 
trolled all roads into the city, in- 
timidating incoming farmers and 
preventing the bringing of food 
into the city. 

Minor outbreaks were reported 
last evening from the North 
Ssechuen Road _ district, across 
Soochow creek. These disturbances 
seemed to be directed especially 
at the Japanese. Gangs stationod 
in alleyways, incited by Chinese 
soldiers, hurled all sorts of avail- 
able missiles at street cars and 
automobiles. Japanese shops were 
attacked. 


Chinese Police  Stationed at En- 
trances to Legations in Pekin. 


By the Amociated Press. 
PEKIN, June 3.—All Pekin 


schools were closed today as stu- 
dents gathered at the National Uni- 
versity for a demonstration against 
the activities of foreign forces at 
Shanghai. 

A guard of Chinese police was 
stationed at the entrances to for- 
eign legations. The legation guards 
held quarters in readiness for an 
emergency. The Chinese regard 
the situation as a serious one and 
¢onsiderable tension exists in the 
foreign community. 

Reports received here from Nan- 
king indicate that disturbances are 
fomenting there. Students are re- 
ported distributing antiforeign 
hand bills there, with a view of 
promoting a general strike. 


Troop Movement at Canton—Situa- 
tion Regarded as Grave.

CANTON, China, June 3.—Ex- 
tensive movements of troops are 
being made here. Officials regard 
the situation as extremely grave 
and say fighting may be expected 
at any time. Train service has 
been suspended on all three rail- 
roads entering Canton.

Toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter who visited 
him yesterday he declared his en- 
emies had made all his trouble 
there. 

In May, 1924, on 
brought by his wife, Dr. McCor- 
mick, who is 67 years old, was de- 
clared insane by a sanity commis- 
sion. Later while he was in Elgin 
Hospital for the Insane, Supt. 
Hinton and another allenist pro- 
nounced him entirely sane and he 
was released. 

“I intend to hold classes here, ws 
Dr. McCormick said yesterday, 
“and will give treatments to those 
who seek them. I am glad to be 
away from Chicago, where my en- 
emies are so numerous that they

del. Palubiak felt the wood had 
got restless enough to warrant him 
suing for $150 to have the fixtures 
fixed.

I told 
him to put three-thicknesses of 


boards on, but he said one thick- 
néss boards would be enough. He 
said one-thickness would be all 
right, as he was going to paint 
them anyhow. He said he wanted 
it as cheap as possible as he had 
to get the money from his father. 
There's nothing much the matter 
with the Place anyway. I will fix 
it and if will only cost me about 
$25. But he won't let me.” 

Then another expert testified for 
Wandel. He said around $25 
would fix it. He said he didn’t 
know just how badly the wood had 
bent, as when he went to see it 
Palubiak wouldn’t let him see the 
whole shop, saying, ‘‘wait till after 
the suit.’’

Williams was indicted for shoot- 
ing and killing Bodendieck April 
3, 1924, when the latter ap- 
proached him in a restaurant to 
question him relative to a series of 
burglaries which had been com- 
mitted.

Inasmuch as Ambassador 
Martino already has informed the 
Treasury of his Government's in- 
tention to take up the question of 
funding the American debt; offi- 
cials here viewed the .anhnounce- 
ment in Rome yesterday as hav- 


ing special significance to the 


United. States. 

While the credit was established 
for the announced purpose of use 
in currency stabilization, the inti- 
mation:that it probablv would be 
unnecessary to.draw on it except 
in case of an unforeseen emergen- 
cy, was accepted as meaning that 


greater progress had been made by 
the Italian Government in restor- 
ing sound financial policies ‘ than 
had been evident. 

Officials were careful not to ex- 
pect too much from the Italian 
Government’s program to get on a 
solid footing, but they were con- 
fident that it would be carried out, 
and it was suggested that Ambas- 
sador de Martino probably would 
not have taken up the debt fund- 
ing question at this time had he 
not been apprised of the trend of 
events at home. 

On the basis of the Italian move 
in attempting now to get its cur- 
rency to a basis of an accepted unit 
in world trade, some officials were 
inclined to took for funding pro- 
posals from Italy by the end of the 
summer. 


$50,000.000 U. S. Credit to Stabilize 
the Italian Exchange.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Estab- 


lishment by J. P. Morgan & Co. of 
a $50,000,000 revolving credit for 
the stabilization of Italian ex- 
change, is viewed in the financial 
district as a step of great import- 
ance, certain to strengthen Italy’s 
position in refunding her war debts 
and likely to pave the way for an 
eventua® revaluation of the lire on 
a new gold basis.

The credit, which has the 
guaranty of the Italian Govern- 
ment, is to be utilized if occasion 
arises’ for exchange .stabilization 
purposes.

Amundsen Party, Deprived of 
_ Planes, Would Face Appalling 
Task in Return Over Polar Sea 


Explorers, ‘Heavily Burdened, Might Be 
Forced to Race Starvation Across Great 
Tumbled Blocks and Dangerous Thin Ice. 


Amundsen party, which flew off for 
the North Pole 13 days ago in two 
seaplanes, and from which no word 
has been received, the explorers 
may now reasonably be supposed to 
be somewhere in the vicinity of the 
Pole, or on their way back. The 
anxious world naturally endeavors 
to picture the conditions which con- 
front the explorers, and to specu- 
late on their chances of a safe re- 
turn. The only white man w 
ever saw the Pole was Admiral 
Peary. He is dead, but in his nar- 
rative, “The North Pole,” he left 
a record of what he found. 

To the average man, the North 
Pole is symbolical of the coldest 
weather imaginable. As a matter 
of fact, Peary did not encounter 
extreme cold at the Pole. Indeed, 
St. Louis has seén colder weather. 
On the trip up and back, Peary did 
experience temperatures as low as 
60 below zero. At the.Pole, how- 
ever, during the 30 hours he re- 
mained, the temperature ranged 
from 11 below to 30 below. 

In vital essentials, Peary’s prob- 
lems were different from those 
which would confront the Amund- 
sen expedition. Peary’s problem 
was to get over the ice of the po- 
lar sea, with the aid of dogs. Food 
was the big question. It was neces- 
sary to carry all the food” needed 
\for both men and dogs. None 
could be obtained en route. Vir- 
tually no trace of game was seen 
within 400 miles of the Pole. 
Amundsen’s chief problem was to 
keep his planes going, and to find 
a safe place to land and take off 
again. 

Rifts in Ice Cap Dangerous. 

The planes were equipped with 
pontoons for landing in the water, 
and skis for landing on the ice. 

It is easily conceivable’ that 
Amundsen’s party, arriving over 
the Pole and finding the'ice rough 
.or treacherous, continued in flight 
until they found open water suita- 
ble for landing. In that case, it is 
likely the party would then set out 
to reach the Pole on foot from their 
planes, in which event the time re- 
quired to arrive at the Pole, make 
the extensive “observations which 
Amundsen had planned, and return 
to the planes, might easily con- 
sume more than 12 days. 

The leads, or rifts in the ice cap, 
which comprise the open water to 
be found in those regions, frequent- 
ly open and close. It has been sur- 
mised that Amundsen's planes, 
landing in a lead, might have been 
crushed by the subsequent closing 
of thesice jaws upon them, but 
it is not regarded likely that an ex- 
plorer of Amundsen’s experience 
and foresight would be caught in 
such a palpable trap. " 

Peary found the ice at the Pole 
firm and smooth, just the condition 
that would be most favorable for 
a landing. His arrival, however, 
was April 7. It is possible that in 
this season, more than a month 
later‘in the year, the conditions 
would have been materially differ- 
ent. Indeed, one of the out- 
standing facts. of Peary’s experi- 
ence was that surface conditions on 
the polar ice cap are never stable, 
but are continually shifting and 


changing.

Unless disaster has overtaken the [came to grief, and that the party is 


endeavoring to make its way back 
on foot, its problem would be dif- 
ferent from Peary’s in this essen- 
tial respect, that Peary had dogs, 
while Amundsen has none. The 
planes carried two sledges, but if 
they were used, the members of tha 
party would have to pull them. It 
would be a _  heart-breaking task, 
over the rough ice. 


The nearest land for which the 


; 


explorers could make is Cape Co-| 


lumbia, 413 nautical miles, or about 
475 land miles, from the Pole. 
When it is realized that the life of 
the party would -depend upon 
whether its supply of food held 
out, it will be seen that it is more 
important to measure the distance 
in time than in miles. 

For the upward journey, Peary’s 
party required 36 days from Cape 
Columbia to the Pole. Consider- 
able time was consumed in estab- 
lishing igloos and breaking a trail, 
all for the purpose of facilitating 
the return trip, on which the par- 
ty had nothing to do but travel and 
rest, with the result that the re- 
turn was accomplished in the re- 
markable time of 17 days. That 
was an average of about @8 land 
miles a day, an astonishing speed 
when it is considered that much of 
the trail lay over rough ice, and 
that the explorers wore the weighty 
fur garmems and heavy boots nec- 
essary to protect them from. the 
elements. 

Food in Concentrated Form. 

Amundsen’s men might decide, 
in the event of a fomed journey on 
foot, either to draw the sledges, or 
to pack their belongings on their 
backs. The burden would consist 
almost entirely of clothing. and con- 
densed food. By comparison with 
the Peary expedition, this burden 
would be much smaller, because 
Peary had to carry food for dogs 
as well as men. 


All food, of course, is in concen- 
trated form. Pemmican has been 
the standard ration for polar ®x- 
peditions from time immemorial. It 
consists of venison cut into thin 
strips, dried in the sun, pounded 
to powder and mixed with dried 
fruit and melted fat. -It is com- 
pressed into cans. Amundsen’s 
party carried food enough: to feed 
the six members approximately six 
weeks. Peary’s return, with dogs 
and sledge, over a broken trail and 
With igloos prepared, required one 
day less than three weeks. 


The upwa&rd journey, over a vir- 
gin trail approximating that which 
Amundsen’s party might expect to 
encounter, required five weeks and 
a day.

Amundsen and his men are 
equipped with skis, which not only 
would serve the same purpose as 
snowshoes, but, where the ice was 
smooth, probably would result in 
much swifter travel.

He also arrived at the Pole with 
five sledges and 38 dogs, the party 
having gradually been reduced on 
the upward journey by the sending 
back of successive squads to Cape 
Columbia. wages?

“Supporting parties are essential 
to success,’ Peary afterward wrote, 
“because a single party, compris- 
ing either a small or a large num- 
ber of dogs, cotld not possibly 
drag all the way to the pole and 
back as much food and liquiki fuel 
(alcohol) as the men and _ dogs 
would consume during the journey. 
When the provisions of one or more 
sledges have’ been consumed, it is 
imperative that the drivers and dogs 
be sent back to land at once. 


Big Floes Grind and Twist. 


“But my supporting parties had 
another important duty to perform; 
that was to keep the trail-open for 
the rapid return of the main party. 
The magnitude of this duty is clear. 
The ice,of the polar sea is not an 
immovable surface. Twenty-four, 
or even 12, hours of strong wind, 
even in the coldest weather, will 
set ‘the big floes grinding and 
twisting among themselves, crush- 
ing up pressure ridges in one place 
and breaking into leads in others. 

“Under normal conditions, how- 
ever, this movement of the ice is 
not very great in a period of eight 
or 10 days, 8o that a party starting 
back over an outward trail at the 
end of several days is able to knit 
together the faults and breaks that 
have occurred. The second sup- 
porting party, starting back several 


days later from a point &till farther | 


on, knits together the broken ends 
of the trail made by its own divi- 
sion, and when it comes to the 
trail of the first supporting party, 
reunites such other breaks as have 
occurred. So with the third and 
fourth supporting parties.” 

The following constituted a stand- 
ard sledge load for Peary’s expedi- 
tion> On the bottom was a layer of 
tins of dog pemmican, then two 
tins of biscuit and pemmican “for 
the driver, then the tins of alcohol 
for the stoves which were .an es- 
sential part~of the equipment, a 
skin sleeping rug, snowshoes, extra 
hoots (which the rough ice quickly 
wears out), a pickax for smoothing 
impassable places in the trail, and 
a saw knife for cutting snow blocks 
for igloos. 


An Appalling Task. 


While, to Be sure, some of this 
load was necessitated by the pres- 
ence of the dogs and sledges, it will 
be seen that Amundsen’s men 
would face a task of appalling mag- 
nitude if théy had to pack on their 
backs, over rough ice.a distance of 
475 miles, the amount of supplies 
and equipment regarded as ade- 
quate for such a trip. 

Ice conditions at the Pole, and 
between the Pole and Cape Colum- 
bia, varied widely~-during Peary’s 
trip. In many places the surface 
would present what Peary called ‘a 
sea of broken plate-glass,” in others 
it was quite smooth. Pressure

EXPLAINS PLAN TO. 
ALTER COURT SYSTEN 


Judge Mix Says Abolishment 
of Assignment Court Would 
Expedite Trials. 


Circuit Judge Mix asserted yes- 
terday that the preposal he made 
to the Circuit Judges in general 
session to abolish the assignment 
court and return to.the practice of 
permitting the Circuit Clerk to 
make assiznments of civil suits to 
the various cotirt rooms for trial 
was in the interest of expediting 
trial of:law suits. 

He claimed that his proposal, if 
adopted, would not completely 
wipe out the present system, al- 
though it would make division No. 


1, néw known as the assignment 
court, a jury division. It would 
also niake the two equity courts 
jury divisions, thereby opening 11 
courts for the trial of jury cases 
instead of eight at present. In- 
cidentally each judge would have 
control of his own docket and 
would try both jury and nonjury 
or equity cases. Divorce cases and 
all other litigation intended for 
the Court of Domestic Relations 
would continue to be heard in that 
division. 

Judges and attorneys interested 
in keeping the assignment court 
contend that Judge Mix’s plan. in 
effect, would be a return to the 
former systemi. They say that after 
years of trial the present system 
has proved superior to the old 
method governing the rules of 
practice. A comparison of the rec- 
ords, one Judge declared, reveals 
that the Judges are doing more 
work and disposing of many more 
cases by the present system than 
they did when there was no as- 
signment court. 

The chief objection to the as- 
signment court as now constituted 
is due to a congested condition of 
No. 1, owing to inadequate quar- 
ters. While waiting for their cases 
to be assigned lawyers and litigants 
are “packed in like sardines,” as 
one attorney expressed it. But this

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imperative to have the assistance 
of Eskimos, because of their in- 
stinctive and hereditary knowledge 
of the ice and its ways.

WORTHLESS, 15 
GERMAN VIEW 


Proposed __ Franco-British 
Agreement Characterized 
as “Unbelievable” by 
Berlin Officials. . 


MILITARY DEMANDS 
MAY BE SATISFIED 


As Evacuation of Cologne 
Hinges on Terms of Dis- 
armament Note, They 
Probably Will Be Met.

BERLIN, June ~8,—‘Unbeliev- 
able,” the German Government last 
night characterized the Franco- 
British agreement for a security 
pact protecting Western borders 
which would still permit France 
to march across German territory 
in any war involving her allies, 
Poland or Czecho-Slovakia. The 
German official view, as expressed 
in a diplomatic message to the 
Wolff Bureau, is that the security 
pact is not worth writing if Ger- 
man territory is not to be safe- 
guarded in any emergency. So Op- 
timism at the agreement in London 
and Paris turned coal black as soon 
as the news crossed the Rhine. 

This week will provide much ma- 
terial for gloomy reflection within 
the Reich. A. demand to disarm 
was brought here yesterday to al- 
lied embassies by special courier 
and it will be delivered to Chan- 
cellor Luther and Foreign Minister 
Stresemann tomorrow, when they 
return from a holiday. 


Opposed by Industrialists. 

Although the note is not to be 
made public until that time, the 
basis of its provisions is known— 
dissolution of the general staff, 
dissolution of all secret organiza- 
tions, dismantling of the former 
ammunition factories in the Ruhr 
and demolition of the police. Ger- 
many cannot enter into negotiations 
or rather debates on the note. 

Reichswehr Minister Gessler de- 
nied the German general staff ex- 
ists and insists the secret ad- 
juncts were abolished two years 
ago. 

Industrialists, notably the 
Krupps, will vehemently protest 
that their factories can be em- 
ployed as peacetime factories.

So, long before Germany is called 
upon to delve into the nebulous 
material of the security pact, she 
will have suffielent concrete mate- 
rial for hair-splitting with whe 
Allies. 

May Satisfy Demands. 

Since evacuation of Cologne d2- 
pends upon fulfillment of the mili- 
tary demands, it is freely predicted 
that, after, due protest, Germany 
will seek to satisfy them. 

But the security pact is another 
story. The agreement reached in 
London is a security pact that does 
not secure, 

Germany postulated as a condl- 
tion of her entrance ig@to the 
League of Nations a provision that 
her territory be held neutral. Th'‘s 
would cut France off from her 
allies and leave Poland helpless in 
the event of war with Russia. Con- 
fining the security pact to Western 
European frontiers does not solve 
the problem. 

Germany expects for,a conces- 
sion of western frontiers, a revision 
of eastern frontiers. By leaving the 
eastern borders out of the discn+ 
sion, she is giving something for 
nothing. If, in addition, France, 
demands the right to march acro 
the proposed demilitarized Rhine- 
land, the pact becomes tota 
worthless to Germany.
